Protestants march to protest London rule 


BELFAST, 
Northern 
Ireland 
(U PI)—More than 100.000 angry 
Protestants marched on Stormont 
Castle today to protest dissolution of 
the Northern Ireland Parliament 
whose final session marked the end 
of 50 years of Protestant rule and 
the beginning of rule by London. 


Through 
sheets 
of 
rain 
they 
converged 
on 
the 
magnificent 
building by foot, by ear, by bus, by 
bicycle. Families joined the march. 
British Union Jacks and Ulster flags 


draped babies in arms and in prams. 
Many babies clutched red and white 
Ulster flags in their hands. 


Many of the marchers— marching 
past British soldiers in defiance of a 
British 
ban on 
marching—were 
some of the 300.000 workers whose 
two-dayold strike has paralyzed 
Northern Ireland in a symbol of the 
defiance Britain may face in the 
London rule it has imposed for at 
least a year

many officers, gave testimony at 
the opening day of the County Civil 
Service Commission appeal hearing 
in the Honey dismissal. 


Harrison said the advice was 
given him 
by 
Honey, 
as field 
commander of law enforcement 


forces at Isla Vista, when he asked 
the county's policy on handling of 
firebombeFS, Feb. 28. 1970. at a 
command center near Isla Vista. 


Harrison said Honey also boasted 
to him "We shot a rioter out of a 
tree with a grenade launcher and 
left him bleeding on the ground." 


Earlier, the opening witness, Lt. 
Harvey (Hank) Varat, an observer 
with 
Ventura 
County 
sheriffs 
forces, told the commission he 
overheard Honey to make the same 
comments about burning buildings 
with victims inside, and to "push 
rioters 
into 
the 
ocean” 
when 
necessary. 


Both men claimed they felt Honey 
was 
serious 
in 
making 
the 
statements, 
although 
admitting 
under 
cross-examination 
they 
realized he was probably exhausted 
working long hours without sleep. 


Under 
cross-examination 
by 
Honey’s counsel. James T. Lindsey, 
they 
denied 
having 
personality 
clashes 
with 
Honey. 
Harrison 
admitted, 
however, 
he 
resisted 
orders from Honey to send his men 
into high-risk areas. 


Escape try halts trial 


SAN JO SE (U PI)—Four convicts 
took two hostages at knifepoint 
today in the Santa Clara County Jail 
100 yards from where Angela Davis 
is on trial. The incident was unrelat­ 
ed but strikingly similar to the 1970 
Marin County shooting in which 
Miss Davis is charged. 


Sheriffs officers said one of the 
convicts was captured but three 
others, all black, were holding a 
medical secretary and a deputy 
sheriff hostage and demanding a car 
to make their escape 


There 
were 
indications 
the 
demand would be granted. 


The Davis trial, which was to 
resume 100 yards away in the Santa 
Clara County Hall of Justice, was 
called off for the day and newsmen 
were ordered out of its downstairs 
pressroom 


Sheriffs 
officers 
armed 
with 
shotguns 
swarmed 
over 
both 
buildings. Both were sealed off. 
Miss Davis and her four attorneys 
were denied entrance when they 
first arrived, but later let in

was called off, while newsmen, 
spectators, and bystanders collected 
behind a restraining fence near the 
entrance to the jail, in case the car 
the convicts demanded emerged 
from there. 


One of the convicts involved was 
identified as John Eddie Brown. 26. 
held for kidnaping and conspiracy.

The first day of Craig's twoday 
protest strike Monday massed a 
crowd of 20.000 in front of Belfast's 
city hall. By midnight Protestants 
clashed with British troops in the 
towns of Portadown and Lurgan 
south of Belfast for the first time in 
nearly one year 


And the violence took two more 
lives today—two men killed when a 
bomb explosion outside a police 


station in Limavadv caught their car 
as they passed They were the 289th 
and 290th to die since violence broke 
out in August. 1969. 


Young men in shirtsleeves, blind 
to the rain and winds which lashed 
the 
marchers, 
hammered 
huge 
drums. Bagpipes shrilled Protestant 
anthems: "The Sash My Father 
Wore", 
honoring 
Orange 
Order 
sashes, and "Derry’s Wall," a hymn 
to the relief by Protestants of a 
Londonderry besieged by Roman 
Catholics in 1690

The growing threat to Phnom

wounding two others. 
Phnom Penh authorities said the 
high command, following the rocket 


attack, had ordered the 15 million

Meeting called to discuss food prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The government, reacting to the 
biggest 
jump 
in 
food prices 
in 
14 years and 
to 
accompanying complaints from shoppers, has invited the 
heads of several major supermarket chains to sit down and 
talk about meat prices. 
Treasury Secretary John B Connally Jr asked the execu­ 
tives to come to Washington for a rrieeting Wednesday 
afternoon It was not immediately known how many were 
invited, but one of the largest. Safeway Stores ol Oakland, 
Calif., said it was asked and its president, William S. 
Mitchell, would attend. 
Higher food prices, especially for meat, drove the 
consumer price index up 0.5 per cent in February and food 
prices alone went up 1.9 per cent —the biggest increase in 
14 years — with meat, poultry and fish accounting for 70 per 
cent of the rise 
The administration said last week it would take action if 
food prices continued to rise and it appeared that 
Connally’s meeting was a first step in an effort to 
determine whether the middle-man is reaping more than 
his share of profit in getting food from the farm to the 
table.

"We state categorically that we know of no excessive 
payments," Kitchen said "We deny any gross mismanage­ 
ment, fraud, or falsification of the C5 completion data or 
any data We know of no basis for intervention by the 
Justice Department in the C5 settlement 
Proxmire also made public a preliminary investigation 
by the General Accounting Office »GAO», Congress 
investigatory arm The GAO report tended to substantiate 
charges made last year by Henry Durham, a former 
Lockheed assistant project manager on the C5A.

The report said the farmers' share of the consumer dollar 
spent for food and groceries fell from 40.1 cents in January 
to 39.7 cents in February 
Economists said the returns to farmers did rise by 0.9 per 
cent in February, but it indicated middle-men had passed 
the farm hikes on and then added on increases in their own 
margins 
with the result that the shoppers wound up with 
bigger bills The retail cost of a typical family “ market 
basket" of groceries rose 1.9 per cent from January to 
February, with gains of 6.6 per cent for pork and 3.9 per 
cent for beet, which rose to a record of nearly $1.16 a pound 
for all cuts.

'Soledad Brothers' 
found not guilty 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP I)- The two 
surviving 
“ Soledad 
Brothers” gave a 
thumbs up salute Monday when an ail white 
jury found them innocent of murder, but 
prison life is not over for the pair of 
convicts. 
Defendants John Clutchette, 28. and 
Fleeta Drumgo, 26. were handcuffed and 
whisked 
back to San Quentin Prison 
following the verdict in the most heavily 
guarded trial in San Francisco judicial 
history. 


"Most of you have doubted the system," 
Judge S. Lee Vavuris said. “ But you now 
know that it really works, and if anyone 
can come up with a better system. I'd like 
to see it The 12 jurors have spoken.” 
The Soledad case has been linked by the 
state as a possible motive for the Marin 
County shootings of 1970 for which Angela 
Davis is on trial. The state claims Miss 
Davis plotted the kidnaping of a judge to 
gain the "Soledad Brothers’” release 
Drumgo, 
Clutchette 
and 
a 
third 
defendant, 
black revolutionary George 
Jackson, were seiving time for burglary at 


Soledad State Prison in January, 1970 when 
they were accused of killing Correctional 
Officer John V. Mills. 
Mills, 26, was beaten and tossed from a 
third-tier railing three days after a white 
guard killed three black inmates during an 
exercise yard brawl. 
Jackson was killed last August in an 
alleged escape attempt from San Quentin 
in which three guards and two inmate 
trusties died. 
Drumgo is one of six prisoners charged 
with the guards' deaths, which occurred 
inside the maximum security adjustment 
center. Clutchette, presumbalv, is eligible 
for parole. 
The nine women and three men declared 
the Soledad Brothers innocent after Judge 
Vavuris refused to accept a 9-3 deadlock 
Sunday and ordered the jury to continue 
deliberations. 
Spectators in the crowded courtroom, 
where the judge, jury and defendants were 
protected by a bulletproof shield, broke 
into

when

announced. The mothers of the defendants 
wept.

"cool academic surface" 
and turn to violence 
"It is probably the oldest 
motive we know of."

Mcs. 
Pritchard then abstained trom the vote 
approving the mortuary plans while her fellow 
commissioners voted tor it. She explained that she 
had not had enough time to study the issues “ 1 object 
to voting on something Pm seeing tor the tirst time.

The commission approvtKJ amendments to the city’s 
sign ordinance requirements ending a hiatus that has

women driving blindly into 
the rear of the car in front

collision taking its toll 
Aware of this fact, you 
probably 
try 
everything 


possible to improve your 
visibility But how about his 
Visibility? In fog conditions, 
the driver behind you needs 
all the help he can get He 
has to be able to tell where 
you are and what you are 
going to do Otherwise he 
might crash into you, with 
you perhaps being the one to 
get maimed or killed 


Help that driver the best 
way you can by seeing to 
your 
t a illig h t s 
and 
stoplights 
Keep 
them 
clean In heavy fog, these 
are his only guide to your

Before you start 
the engine, always inspect 
those rear lights to see that 
they are working, and are 
not dulled with dirt. Also

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quarters of these report 
receiving lighter penalties 
than if they had paid the

Initiative impact 
on county sought 


The Board ot Supervisors authorized the county adminis­ 
trative officer Monday to provide a report as to county- 
wide impact of the Watson amendment which has qualified 
for the Prim ary Election ballot 
Administrative Officer Raymond I) Johnson told the 
supervisors that if the Watson initiative limitations had 
been effective this fiscal year special districts would be 
seriously handicapped by being short about $2.5 million or 
requirements 
One m atter of concern voiced by the board Monday had to 
do with compatibility, or lack of compatibility, of the 
county's burgeoning agricultural preserveprogram under 
the Watson plan 
Board chairman Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, and 
other supervisors said they felt agricultural preserves 
which already make up some 85 percent ot all eligible 
county farm land might not be compatible with a tax relief 
program as proposed 
Robert Hunt, executive secretary. County Farm Bureau, 
said the State Farm Bureau had the feeling the two 
programs weren t in conf lict A County Farm Bureau study 
is expected to be made soon however, in view of the unique 
situation in this county. 
Bill Nelson, representing the new Santa Ynez Community 
Services District, appeared before the board He said the 
new district directors felt concern as to how they could 
f inance services under the Watson plan limitations 
Meanwhile, the County Taxpayers' Assn. took a swipe at 
the “ layer-cake system of special districts,“ making the 
statem ent that they “ result in endless confusion " 
“ There appears to be no uniformity of administration or 
responsiveness to voters.“ the written statem ent asserted 
“ They result in innumerable tax code areas which no 
taxpayer can fathom when he receives his yearly property 
tax bill and such entities are viewed with extrem e apathy 
by the voters when boards are being elected. " 
The taxpayers' association statement, submitted by 
executive secretary Chester Knutila. concluded 
“ We believe the time has come either to eliminate 
special districts or transfer their functions to responsible, 
existing government bodies. Our concern is not where the 
replacement funds would come from if the Watson plan is 
passed but whether the special districts are needed or 
wanted bv the average taxpayer." 


Predatory animal control 


Control of predatorv animals is being carried out in a 
satisfactory manner in Santa Barbara County, the Board ol 
Supervisors was informed Monday by County F arm Bureau 
executive secretary Robert L. Hunt. 
Hunt said bureau representatives conferred recently with 
County Wildlife Protection Committee m em bers when the 
latter “ presented their views on control of predatory 
animals in the county." 
Hunt declared directors of the farm bureau feel the 
Federal Fish and Wildlife Service should be encouraged to 
continue its control program contract w ith the county. 
Federal trappers have been "quick to respond 
to 
complaints due to damage caused by wild animals to 
livestock, poultry and farming, 
he showed, and have been

in

causing the problems. Of particular concern, he added, is 
the possibility of a flareup of rabies due to the “ tremendous 
number of skunks in the county.“ Possibility of bubonic 
plague outbreak “ exists in the national forest backcountrv" 
as well, he said.

sale of gasolines containing lead, a state appeals court 
ruled today. 
The Orange County law, believed to be the first ot its kind 
in the nation, was challenged by gasoline companies, and 
the issue is expected to go to the State Supreme Court 


The Fourth District Court ot Appeals denied a petition 
from the Western Oil and Gas Association and 10 major oil 
companies asking for an order to block enforcement of the 
Orange county ordinance 
Under the law passed by the county supervisors last Octo­ 
ber, the lead content of gasolines sold in the county must be 
lowered by stages, beginning July 1 All but traces of lead 
must be removed from low octane gas by July I, 1974 and 
from premium by July 1. 1975. 
Gasolines that do not meet the requirements could not be 
sold in Orange county 


The oil companies argued that a county has no authority 
to impose such restrictions, that jurisdiction belonged to 
the state Air Resources Board and legislature 
The federal government is also working on such regula­ 
tions. 
But county officials said that even if federal 
restrictions are put into effect, they would not supercede 
the county law because California has been granted a 
waiver to impose stricter standards than the federal 
government s in air pollutioncases.

The suit, filed in U.S. D istrict Court, nam ed all 26 NFL team s and NFL 
Com m issioner P ete R ozelle as defendants. It asked for dam ages from each 
club “ in an amount to be d e te rm in e d ,’ and then trebeled 
Kapp's lawyer. M oses L aksy, said he was seeking an unspecified amount, 
but reports put it at b etw e en $20 million and $30 million. 
“ We knew it was co m in g , but we didn t know when it would land, 
said 
NFL counsel M arshall Leahy. “ It can be assum ed w e’ll m ake a full and 
com plete defense.’’ 
Kapp, an ex-M innesota Viking, was to have played for New England last 
season but was replaced a t quarterback by Rookie of the Y ear Jim Plunkett 
when he could not a g re e on co n tra ct term s with the Patriots. 
The quarterback c h a rg e d the defendants with causing cancellation of his 
$600.000 contract with th e P a trio ts from 1970 through 1973. It alleged he 
received only $154.166 51 and the P atrio ts refused to pay him the rest.

Plenty of fish 


By M. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
The salmon pattern is still holding good The first part of 
last week, the fishing was very slow, and by Thursday the 
sea was very choppy No boats were out, then on Fr iday we 
were at Port San Luis and saw boats coming in with limits 
by mid morning. 
The fish we saw in three boats would average 10 pounds 
each, not a bad showing for anyone's boat. And as we go to 
press, the run is keeping up There is no doubt that there 
are plenty of fish. 


The party boats from Avila had given up on salmon and 
were loading up on bottom fish, so there is no need for an 
angler to go back empty handed. 11 there are no salmon, 
just take a run up the Pecho Rock area, and if no bottom 
fish, then look into your fishing procedure. Rock fishing is 
about the easiest way of getting fish, and rock fish are all 
prime eating. 


Salmon fishing in the Santa Barbara area is still on the 
quiet side but a few white sea bass are being taken by the 
small boat anglers. We had a report from Ventura that 
some large white sea bass had been taken in the harbor and 
aroud the breakwater by some small boat salmon anglers. 
Also an an occasional barracuda had been caught, so the 
outlook for the fishing season can be rated as good, with 
lots of variety. 
Surf fishing off local beaches on the quiet side, with 
heavy swells most of the week making lots of dirty water 
and lots of loose weeds. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
We have no reports this week from Lake San Antonio, and 
so we go on down the road to Nacimiento Lake where 
Manager Art Price says that fishing is really hot on all 
species of fish Water temperature is in the spawning 
range, with most fish in the shallows. 


Crappie are leading the way with rewarding takes, 
especially in the Oak Shores area. Fish up to three pounds 
are being caught. Best lures, a small feather jig fished 
around stumps and brush in about three feet of water. 


White bass are at last really hitting with limits by most 
anglers. The fish are averaging 1*2 pounds, with an 
occasional 3-pounder being caught. 


Black bass fishing on the quiet side, taking a back seat to 
crappie and white bass. Blue plastic worms and jigs are 
getting some fish, working in deep water. Largest fish 
recorded was a bass running 6 pounds 11 ounces. 
Catfishing, which had been on the quiet side, took an 
upward swing, with more anglers out for them. Channel 
and white cats are hitting on night crawlers and anchovies, 
with best fish at nights in the shallows. Boat reservations 
are a must for week ends, and be obtained by calling 805- 
238-3256. 


We visited Margarita Lake and did right well on large 
crappie, using a fly rod and a small white and yellow lure. 
Catfish are hitting A few large bass are also being taken 
with lunkers up to 6 pounds. We fished from the shore at 
White Oaks. This area has been much improved with shade 
trees, rest room facilities, and tables. 


Lopez Lake fair to good on bass, with some nice trout 
being taken. Lake is getting low, and best results are being 
obtained in deep water at Vista Largo and at Cottonwood by 
casting well out into the channel. Weeds are being 
processed, and in places the dead weeds are a nuisance. 
With a good weed program underway, fishing will improve, 
and one can afford to put up with some temporary 
inconvenience. 


There has been a lot of improvement around the lake in 
taking some of the dead trees, and dragging and burning 
underwater snags and debris. The lake is being planted 
regularly, with a heavy stocking last, and may get one prior 
to the Easter holiday rush. 
Laguna Lake. Oceano Lagoon, and Atascadero Lake 
were all stocked last week, and as might be expected the 
fishing pressure was very heavy. So far no eastern brook 
trout appear to have been planted in Region 3. Lake Piru, 
is the nearest lake to get a stocking of these newcomers to 
the area. 


Cachuma and Casita Lakes both report bass fishing 
excellent, with trout fishing fair to good But there will be 
no more trout planting in either of these waters this season. 
Streams in Ventura County are still being planted, and 
will continue to be until the water gets too warm and low. 
For vacationers on the Colorado River the news is good, 
with a pre-Easter stocking of over six tons of trout being 
destined for the Needles section of the river. Timed to 
provide the best fishing over long holiday weekends, the 
plants will include 5 tons of fish from the Willow Beach 
Hatchery, a national entity, and the balance from state 
hatcheries. 


There will also be generous plantings prior to all holiday 
weekends, and fish will be released above and below 
Needles, from the state line downstream to Topock Bridge. 
The DFG reminds would be collectors of tide pool 
animals along the state's 1,200 miles of coastline, that the 
new regulations mean precisely what they say. Rules 
adopted by the Commission have the effect of outlawing 
general collecting in tide pools and other areas between the 
high water mark and 1,000 feet beyond the low tide mark 
without a written permit from the DFG which is granted 
only to qualified researchers So no more catching starfish

Still some baseball racism-Gibson

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 
— (NEA) — The clubhouse 
was otherwise emptv, thev 
thought. 
And those few white St. 
Louis Cardinal players sat 
on stools at their spring 
training camp site here re­ 
cently and talked casually. 
One of the players used the 
word “ nigger.” The player 
then happened to look up. He 
was shocked to see Bob Gib­ 
son, the star black pitcher, 
standing there. 
“ Nothing happened,” said 
Gibson, to a reporter later. 
“ 1 looked at him and he 
fboked at me. 
“ I’m not going to tell you 
who it was or what h*> was 
saying. Maybe I will when I 
retire. But right now specif­ 
ics might hurt the team, and 
we've got a good shot at the 
pennant.” 
Gibson was angry, but he 
couldn’t stay that way. “ I 
hear that word a lot when 
people 
don’t 
know 
I'm 
there,” he said. “ Things like 
that happen all the time. And 
if you wanted to, you could 
walk around sour every day 
of your life.” 
Somewhere along the line, 
most of us have been fed 
this vague belief that sports 
is above bigotry, now. Don’t 
all teams have a number of 
black players? In a sense. 


sports appear a sanctuary 
from the realities of “ the 
outside world.” 
“ No.” said Gibson, “ what 
happens off the field has its 
counterpart in baseball.” 
And one would also im­ 
agine that a standout per­ 
former of the magnitude of 
Gibson, one who commands 
his salary ($150,OCX) a season) 
would be immune from those 
racial hurts. 
“ The older 1 get.” said 
Gibson, “ the longer these 
things stick with me.” 
And the stronger he be­ 
comes as a baseball person­ 
ality, the more he demands 
to be respected as a human 
being. For example, Gibson 
said he was in a Las Vegas 
hotel this winter when a 
white man came up and 
asked him where a certain 
room was. Gibson didn’t 
know. 
“ You don't know?” the 
man said. “ How am I sup­ 
posed to find my room’’” 
“ Who the hell cares!” re­ 
plied Gibson. 
“ The man thought I was 
a bellhop, just because I’m 
black.” said Gibson. 
“ He couldn’t understand,” 
said Gibson, “ that a black 
man could afford to vacation 
in an expensive place like 
Las Vegas. He figured all 
blacks are poor. And in this 
country, if you don’t have 
money, you don’t get re­ 
spect. That’s why I think 
all the issues, like busing 


and housing, are secondary 
for gaming integration and 
acceptance for the black 
man. It’s economic power 
that has to come first. 
“ People hardly paid any 
attention to me until after 
we won the World Series in 
1964. and I got the series 
check of. what was it after 
taxes, $5,000°, guys were 
beating my door down with 
business deals.” 
Gibson says some of the 
racial 
insults are 
uncon­ 
scious, or simply ingrained, 
such 
as 
white clubhouse 
assistants rarely thinking to 
put Afro combs with the 
shaving and grooming im­ 
plements. 
Then there are the overt 
examples, though still subtle. 
There still is not one black 
in an important administra­ 
tive position on any major 
league club. And, of course, 
no black managers, either. 
“ I think a young black 
athlete is more security con­ 
scious than a young white 
one,” 
said Gibson. 
“ The 
\oung black knows that when 
his career is over, he’s got 
nowhere to go. A white play­ 
er at 30, say, can step out of 
baseball and get a job either 
with the club or as a car 
salesman or something, and 
start at something like $25,- 
(XX) a year.” 
Harry Edwards, a black 
sociologist 
who 
led 
the 
blacks’ Olympic boycott in 
1968. says sports is an un­ 
realistic dream for young 


black boys. And that too 
many 
try 
to 
reach 
the 
heights of a Bob Gibson, 
then fail and are unprepared 
for anything else in life 
“ Maybe that was total­ 
is true at one time,” said 
Gibson. “ But I think it's be­ 
coming less and less. Young 
kids are no longer as disil­ 
lusioned as they used to be. 
There are more opportun­ 
ities opening up in all other 
fields. 
“ Once we were taught we 
were not as good as the 
whites. I would see Stepin 
Fetchit in a movie theater 
and slump down in my seat 
in embarrassment 
1 knew 
that that’s the way people 
thought we were supposed to 
be—stupid and shufflin’. And 
1 knew I wasn't that way. 
“ Young blacks don’t have 
the Stepin Fetchit inferiority 
complex today. Blacks are 
gaining more respect, even 
in the eyes of each other. 
“ When a black kid be­ 
comes 13 or 14 now, and if 
he comes to the realization 
that he doesn’t have the tal­ 
ent or drive to'become a 
Bob Gibson. 1 don’t think 
he’s crushed There are oth­ 
er choices opening up for 
him. Not enough, but more. 
“ We still aren’t equal, in 
baseball or out of baseball. 
It’s true that things are bet­ 
ter than they’ve ever been. 
But that’s still not nearly 
good enough.”

A sign of the times 


(EDITOR'S NOTE The information for this article 
ken from the files of the Lompoc Record \ 


Preserving California's landscape has been a source 
of contention lor many years. In 1928, the Lompoc 
Record supported a movement to ban billboards along 
the highways because they interfered with the state’s 
natural beauty. 
The arguements stated that California's scenery, 
which every year draws millions of dollars in tourist 
money, is rapidly disappearing It is being hidden by 
billboards that in some parts of the state are getting 
so thick that they virtually wall the highway, shutting 
off natural scenery. 
Hogging the roadside scenery for advertising 
purposes, the Record contended, is unfair to those 
whose tax money makes fwissible the wonderful roads 
of this state 
They believed then, that in our daily rush to keep 
ahead of the times we forget to pay attention to what 
goes on around us We become accustomed to seeing 
certain things in our community and we forget how it 
might appear to outsiders 
The advertising billboards are unsightly blemishes 


that spot the face of the countryside. Some landlords 
have even gone so far as to use the sides of barns and 
buildings and have tacked their signs on fence posts, 
telegraph poles and last but not least, even on the 
sides of beautiful hills. 
From many areas of the country, they report 
further, comes news of official action against the 
billboard nuisance which has done more to destroy the 
natural beauty of the countryside than any other 
agency yet devised by man 
Different civic groups are appealing directly to the 
advertisers. They are showing them that a billboard 
which defaces the scenery makes ill-will rather than 
friends The signs irritate more than they facilitate 
good relations 
The utter disregard for the rights of the public has 
rightfully brought indignation against the billboard 
people by all lovers of natural beauty. The Record 
emphasized that billboards should not be tolerated by 
people who pretend to be civilized 
For all their inveighing, the Lompoc Record had 
little impact on the state at large Their views, 
however, are interesting in that there are many 
people today who are of the same opinion 
The 
billboard war still rages 44 years later

Downhill skier sitzmarks

If you were inspired by the mastery of the Olympic 
skiers this year, you should try the sport for yourself . 
Many of the runs have already closed for the season, 
but next year, gather a group of friends together and 
head for Badger Pass in Yosemite. 
You arrive at the ski lodge after about a six-hour 
drive. The view of the slopes is exhiliarating. Wedge 
your feet into your rented ski boots and clump out to 
put on your skis. Try to get both of them on before 
falling in the cold slush at the bottom of the lodge 
steps. 
If you fall, balance on your skis and push with your 
poles. This will force you up 
With all the skill of a lame penguin you waddle over 
to the Turtle slope. This slope, as indicated by the 
name, is for novices. 
Its five-degree grade looms large in front of you 
Use a combination of the herringbone and side­ 
stepping to get up the incline. After an awkward 
struggle of taking two steps forward and sliding one 
step back, you arrive at what looks like a good 
starting point. Compose yourself and try to remember 
the tips your experienced friends have given you. 
Slowly and cautiously maneuver your skis until you 
begin 
slipping 
down 
the 
hill. 
As 
you 
gather 
momentum, rack your brain for the correct way to 
stop Too late. Your skis have a mind of their own 
The tips have crossed. You come to what might be 
described as a teepee stop 
Your skis form an 
immobile base. Your body is indelicately thrown 
forward and hunched over in an upside down V. 
Try to recall how easily those Olympic skiers got up 
after a fall. If you can't quite master their techniques, 


perhaps a kindly nine-year-old will parallel-stop 
beside you and help you up. 
Several short runs and inept falls later, you decide 
to progress to the next slope Your confidence is 
building Your snowplow doesn't look Olympic, but it 
works. 
All the slopes at Badger have names indicating their 
degrees of difficulty. The next in line is the Bruin. A 
bear of a slope for the uninitiated, its run offers a 
choice of three disembarking points The first is short 
and not too steep. The second is longer and steeper. 
And finally, at the top. is a 50-degree hill that looks 
like the sheer side of El Capitan 
This last realization doesn't hit home until you 
perch stiffly at Bruin’s peak Your confidence in your 
skiing abilities seems out of proportion now You even 
scoffed at the lower exits as you passed them by on 
the way up 
Not one to be daunted by overwhelming odds, you 
head down. Slowly you inch your way back and forth 
across the hill in a shakey, snowplow traverse. You 
make the mistake of looking at the bottom of the hill, 
breaking your concentration. 
A head-long plunge is narrowly avoided as you sit 
back on your skis. You rest a few minutes in the icy 
snow You're not in such a hurry that you want to get 
to the dottom in bad form or with several broken 
bones. 
Regaining your composure, you sally forth and get 
in line for another run Many careening descents and 
minor mishaps later the lifts close. With less than 
Olympic skill you drag your weary, bruised and 
battered body back to the lodge to prepare for another 
day, and hopefully a better one.

Ralph M. Brown Act 


Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
J. 
Younger has issued a compendium 
of rulings on the Ralph M 
Brown 
Act that 
should go a long way 
toward 
clarifying 
the 
issues 
of 
secret 
meeting 
laws 
for 
public 
agencies. 
It is interesting to note in one case 
that the stand m ade by this reporter 
and this newspaper in 1968 has been 
declared valid 
T h i s 
r e p o r t e r 
declared 
at 
that 
tim e that secret or 
restricted executive 
sessions could not 
be held for the pur­ 
pose of discussing 
the general subject 
of 
s a l a r i e s 
for 
school personnel. 
On page 17 of Younger 's document 
entitled 
‘‘Secret 
Meeting 
Laws 
Applicable 
to 
public 
Agencies," 
there is this statem ent: “ In I I. 68- 
117 we held, however, that it was not 
perm issible for a school board to 
hold a closed executive session to 
consider 
the salaries of all the 
teachers of the school district, since 
there 
were 
no 
individual 
quali­ 
fic a tio n s 
to 
be 
d i s c u s s e d .” 
(Em phasis, Younger’s I 
That's the law 
A school board 
can, on the other hand, hold a secret 
or 
closed 
executive 
session 
to 
consider the hiring or firing of an 
em ploye 
and 
the 
action 
could 
remain 
secret or at least 
semi 
unless the em ploye 
requested 
a 
public hearing on the issue 
The purpose of the Act, according 
to Younger, is “ ... to insure that 
deliberations as well as the actions 
of local agencies are performed at 
m eetings open to the public and as 
to which the public has been given 
adequate notice 
It is to prevent 
government from being conducted 
in secret ” 
The act applies to the legislative 


bodies of all local agencies of the 
state including all cities, counties, 
school 
districts, 
other 
special 
districts and all other local public 
bodies. 
It includes city councils, 
planning com m issions, 
boards of 
supervisors, housing authorities, air 
pollution control districts and in 
som e cases non-profit organizations 
which receive public m onies for 
specific purposes. 
The m atter of a quorum, in other 
words more than 50 per cent of the 
m em bers of an agency, com m ission 
or com m ittee, is vital to the purpose 
of the Act. In most cases an agency 
can 
hold 
a 
secret 
meeting 
or 
conduct 
a 
m eeting 
in 
private 
without public notice if less than a 
quorum is present. On the other 
hand the law is violated if a quorum 
of a body m eet to discuss official 
business 
Mere social gatherings 
are exem pt from the law providing 
m em bers of a body attend for purely 
social reasons. If they attend for any 
official discussion of public issues, 
then the public and the press can 
attend also and must be notified 
Basically this reporter takes the 
position that secret m eetings can be 
held to discuss the hiring or firing ot 
personnel and to discuss litigation 
that may be pending affecting the 
governmental body. 
There are som e gray areas that 
must 
be 
clarified 
In 
1966 
this 
reporter argued unsuccessfully that 
he should be allowed to sit in on 
salary negotiations by city em ploye 
rep resen tatives 
and 
two 
city 
c o u n cilm e n 
b e c a u se 
a 
third 
councilman was appointed as an 
alternate to either of the regular 
city council m em bers and was to 
attend all of the m eetings In other 
words there was a quorum ol the 
city council on hand 
Younger's 
compendium 
clearly 
indicates 
that 
this 
reportei s 


position was correct, although there 
is no specific ruling at hand. 
One of the most difficult and 
controversial 
issues is that that 
involves the informal briefing of 
m em bers of an official body in 
private and in increments of less 
than a quorum each time. Such 
action is an obvious evasion of the 
spirit and the letter of the Act and 
only incidentally, illegal, in the view 
of this reporter
